DUTY OF DEMOCRATIC CONGRESSMEN. 


T 


HERE was never a time in the history of 
American politics when better opportunity 


was furnished the Democratic party to strengthen 
itself, and at the same time do good service for the 
country, than the present. The cost of living has 
risen above high water mark of normal times and is 
still advancing; a heavy buiden being continuously 
exacted through 
governmental 
instrumentality 


which goes into the pockets of those who neither 
need it nor can justly claim it. Gigantic corpora 
tions like the steel trust, swell their dividends upon 
their watered stock from the pockets of the people, 
simply because the government furnished the op 
portunity. It would be popular to show the people 
that the lifting of such burden would ameliorate 
the condition that needs amelioration, popular be- 
cause it is just, and there should be no lack of unan- 
imity nor of earnestness in demanding that the tar- 
iff be so revised as to equalize the conditions they 
now affect. There is the question of colonization 
or imperialism, however it may be designated, than 
which in general importance there is nothing that 
exceeds it. These are the two questions of para- 
mount importance and the dominant party is on 
the wrong side of both. In taking the stand in op- 
position to the administration, fortunately from a 
party standpoint, on the first question, it is in con- 
formity with the public good, and of the latter in 
accord with the Democratic principles upon which 
this government was founded, and has been main- 
tained for a century and a quarter. 


There should be no division ajiong the Demo- 


cratic members of Congress, for there is nothing up- 
on which to divide; that is, no issue that can be ex- 
ploited under the existing conditions. There is no 
necessity to vindicate the position that the party 
took half a dozen years ago upon a question that 
must remain in abeyance until changed conditions 
again bring it to the surface and to the front. Mr. 
Bryan has shown himself broad minded enough to 
urge that the tariff revision, and all that it compre- 
hends, and imperialism are the urgent public ques- 
tions of the day and that upon them primarily and 
particularly, it is a duty and an opportunity that 
Democratic Congressmen should welcome, and up- 
on which they should take no uncertain stand. As 
The Journal said yesterday the resolutions offered 
in the Democratic Congressional caucus were a mis- 
take. 
Action and not resolutions is what is needed 


to unite the Democratic party. Instead of attempt- 
ing to put together a national platform for 1904. 
Democratic Congressmen should only furnish the 
material and leave the construction in other hands. 
They have an excellent opportunity to de this, and 
it is not improbable that they will recognize the op- 
portunity, and realize their duty under the condi- 
tions afforded of reuniting and reinvigorating the 
party.

SECOND CLASS MAIL MATTER. 


post office department has placed certain 


restrictions upon second-class mail matter, 


newspapers and periodicals, carried for one cent 
per pound, which may have worked hardship in 
some cases and which, in some instances, might 
seem not to be justified, yet the fact remains that 
there were serious abuses to be remedied and that 
the department acted in good faith. The restriction 
is rmitily relative to exclusively advertising papers 
of free circulation, and general advertising matter 
which has burdened the mails to such an extent as 
to entail serious loss to t!u- government. The Post- 
master General in bis report instances the case of a 
single free periodical wherein the postage amount- 
ed to less than one-half of the cost of transportation. 


The restrictions will probably itinure to the ben- 


efit of legitimate publishers in the end. 
Publica- 


tions whose cost of production is so small in propor- 
tion to the cost of handling them iu the mails and 
which have not enough bona fid^ subscribers to 
give them standing as legitimate publications, are 
really no more entitled to entry to the mails at 
cheap rates than any poster issued by a drygoods 
or grocery house. They are primarily advertising 
sheets and Jt makes no real difference that they rep- 
resent many advertisers instead of only one. Many 
publishers of legitimate newspapers and periodicals 
are injured and their subscribers disappointed at 
the restrictions imposed in the matter of primiums, 
voting contests, etc, In one way they will be bet- 
ter off after the irregular publications are weeded 
out. 


Inthisconnection.it is worthy of notice that 


the Peruvian government has abolished postage on 
all legitimate newspapers and transports them free.

PROBABLY NO REDUCTION.

HE war revenue taxes are not likely to be re- 
duced by this Congress, Secretary Gage in his 


report points to a number that might well be abol- 
ished, but those in control do not intend to have 
any bill for abolishing them brought forward at 
present. They want first to find out what expend- 
itures are to be provided for. The argument in fa- 
vor of delay is that while it is easy at this time to 
make a fairly accurate estimate of what the surplus 
will be for the next year or two, no living man has 


the power to fix the amount of the expenditures 
and therefore the old heads at the capital are advis- 
ing that there should he delay framing a tax reduction 
measure until it can be determined in a general 
way at least how much money there will be to get 
rid of. Members of the Finance and Ways and 
Means committees say that whatever is done, it will 
not be possible to wipe out all of the taxes, named 
for abolition by Secretary Gage.
